Inquiry Court 


To Study Loss 


Of Spy Vessel 


SAN DIEGO. Calif. TAP* _ A 
high-level 
court 
of 
inquiry— 
which can recommend anything 
from bravery medals to courts 
martial—-has been ordered by 
the Navy to study the loss of the 
intelligence ship Pueblo. 
The court of five admirals 
was directed Friday by the Pa­ 
cific Fleet commander, Adm. 
John J. Hyland, to “inquire into 
the circumstances relating to 
the seizure of the USS Pueblo 
and the subsequent detention of 
the vessel and the officers and 
crew.’' 
Basic issues to be decided in­ 
clude whether the Pueblo’s skip­ 
per, Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher, 
had the “power to resist” when 
his ship was taken by the North 
Koreans. 
A spokesman said the court 
also will consider whether state­ 
ments allegedly made by the 
crew members during their 11- 
month confinement constituted 
violations of the military Code 
of Conduct—although the Navy 
said such violations are “not a 
criminal offense” and cannot be 
prosecuted. 
Debriefing Continues 
The court will not meet for 
several weeks—until 
intensive 
intelligence debriefings of the 
crewmen is completed. It can 
only make recommendations to 
higher officials and has no pow­ 
er to take punitive or discipli­ 
nary action, the Navy said. 
Tha Navy also disclosed that 
Bucher is suffering from physi­ 
cal and emotional exhaustion 
and hat WWTTTWVW! to a pri­ 
vate room in a building sep­ 
arate from the other arew quar­ 
ters at the U.S. Naval Hospital. 
No Speculation 
Tn explaining the court at in­ 
quiry, Capt. Gale E, Krouse, 
Pacific Fleet senior judge advo­ 
cate, told a news conference 
there “will be no speculation on 
what could or would’* be done to 
members of the crew for the 
lots of the ship and for any ac­ 
tions while they were prisoners 
of North Korea. 
“We cannot answer inquiries 
on any alleged crimes . . . or on 
the conduct of the crew . . . until 
the court of inquiry has com­ 
pleted its work,” Krouse said. 
Krouse said individual cir­ 
cumstances would decide if any 
of the crewmen violated the mil­ 
itary’s Code of Conduct, a 1955 
executive order signed by Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower aft­ 
er a study of American prison­ 
ers in the Korean War. 
The code, a guideline to U.S. 
servicemen who become prison­ 
ers of war, pledges them to 
“make no oral or written state­ 
ments disloyal to my country 
. . . or harmful to its cause.” 
An official Navy statement 
Friday said “failure to observe 
the guidelines is not a criminal 
offense.”

Arab Terrorist 
Brought To Trial 
ATHENS (AP) — Two Arab 
terrorists, accused of shooting 
up an Israeli airliner at Athens 
airport Thursday, were brought 
before a Greek magistrate to­ 
day for pretrial testimony. 
The two men, handcuffed and 
smiling, 
were 
escorted from 
their prison cells at general se­ 
curity 
headquarters 
under 
heavy guard and driven to in­ 
vestigating magistrate Nicholas 
Stylianakis’ office in the main 
Athens court building. 
One of the men, Mahmoud 
Muhammad Issa, 27. made a 
victory sign with his fingers tar 
photographers. His alleged ac­ 
complice, Maher Hussein Sullei- 
man, 19, was locked up in an ad­ 
jacent room with a guard to 
await his turn to testify. 
The men are accused of shoot­ 
ing and throwing grenades at an 
El Al airliner with 56 persons 
aboard as it moved towards the 
runway for takeoff to Paris and 
New York. One Israeli passen­ 
ger was killed and an El Al 
stewardess was injured.

Astronauts Home Sunday: In ‘Great Shape’ 


Mail Embargo

other foreign areas, the Post Of­ 
fice announced Friday. 
The embargo, which does not 
apply to airman! or mail addres­ 
sed to military personnel, also 
effects Iraq, Iran, Syria, Israel, 
Jordan, Saudi Arabia, Leban­ 
on, Kuwait, Southern Yemen, 
Yemen, Afghanistan, the Tru- 
cial States and Caribbean Is­ 
lands. 


ABOARD USS YORKTOWN 
(AP> — The Apollo 8 astronauts 
continue 
physical 
debriefings 
aboard this carrier today before 
flying to the United States and a 
belated Christmas with their 
f am Ties. 
“They’re in great shape.” re­ 
ported Dr. Clarence A. Jerni- 
gan, a space agency physician 
aboard the carrier. 
Jernigan said Air Force Col. 
Frank 
Borman. 
Navy 
Capt. 
James A. Lovell Jr. and Air 
Force Mal. William A. Anders 
seemed to be in better condition 
than many astronauts who re­ 
turned from earth orbital mis­ 
sions. 
“They look great and are 
looking better all the time, com­ 
pletely alert and very happy,” 
Jernigan commented after the 
astronauts completed an exten­ 
sive five-hour examination fol­ 
lowing their pinpoint splash­ 
down in the Pacific Ocean Fri­ 
day. 
Land In Darkness 
The astronauts had been In 
space for six days, three hours, 
during which they soared out­ 
ward toward the moon for 69 
hours, circled it for 20 hours, 
then made a 58-hour run back to 
their home planet. 
They landed rn darkness with­ 
in three miles of this carrier 
and were quickly retrieved by 
helicopter. The landing point 
was 1,043 miles southwest at Ha­ 
waii. 
Borman. Lovell and 
planned to fly off the carrier 
about 5 p.m. EST today, head­ 
ing for Hickam Air Force Base, 
Hawaii, where they are to trans­ 
fer to a C141 transport plane for 
a flight to Ellington Air Force 
Base, Tex., near their Houston 
homes. 
They are to arrive at EUing-

ton at 5 a m. Sunday, where 
their families will be waiting to 
welcome them. 
9 Days of Debriefing 
After a late Christmas cele­ 
bration, the astronauts will be­ 
gin nine days of intensive de­ 
briefings in which experts will 
question them about all aspects 
of the flight, from the perform­ 
ance of the Saturn 5 rocket that 
fired them away from earth, to 
their views of the lunar surface 
and the performance of their 
spaceship. 
They’ve already described the 
moon as being a colorless, deso­ 
late spot, highlighted by boul­ 


der-strewn 
plateaus, 
crater- 
pocked plains and rugged moun­ 
tains. 
But preliminary analysis af 
what they saw and learned has 
strengthened America’s desire 
to land men on the moon next 
year. The astronauts reported 
they had no trouble detecting 
land 
features 
or 
navigating 
around the moon, and they said 
a spot picked as a likely landing 
zone “is a very good one in­ 
deed.” 
Toward Landings 
Space officials et Houston told 
a news conference that they 
were optimistic that the Apollo 8 


flight would lead the way to lu­ 
nar landings, large space sta­ 
tions and trips to the planets. 
The Apollo 9 flight, scheduled 
Feb. 28, will be an earth orbit 
mission with the main goal of 
testing the Lunar Module, the 
space taxi which is to drop two 
astronauts to the lunary surface 
while the third orbits in the 
main Apollo ship. 
Apollo IO is to follow in May. 
It presently is planned as a 
moon orbit flight in which two 
astronauts will fly as close as 
50.000 feet of the surface in a 
lunar module.

More Worry For Peaceniks 
8th China A-Blast 


TOKYO (AP) — Red China 
announced belatedly today it 
had exploded “another hydro­ 
gen bomb” described as a new 
device and “thereby successful­ 
ly conducted another thermonu­ 
clear blast.” 
The U.S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission said 23 hours earlier 
that the device was set off Fri­ 
day at the Lop Nor testing 
grounds in Sinkiang Province at 
northwest China. It estimated 
its explosive force at three mil­ 
lion tons of TNT. 
The Chinese 
announcement 
Anders | was carried by Peking Radio in 
a Chinese Language broadcast, 
followed by an English language 
communique from the New Chi­ 
na (Hsinhua) News Agency. 
‘Successful’ 
This was Red China's eighth 
successful nuclear test since De­ 
cember 1964. The Chinese have 
announced the other successes 


on the day they occurred. There 
was no indication of the cause of 
the delay in 
announcing this 
one. 
Peking’s official New China 
(Hsinhua) 
News 
Agency fol­ 
lowed the Chinese 
language 
broadcast with a press commu­ 
nique in English. 
"China exploded another hy­ 
drogen bomb over her west re­ 
gion on Dec. 27, 1968, and there­ 
by successfully conducted an­ 
other thermonuclear blast,” the 
communique said. 
It called the success “another 
victory 
for 
the 
invincible 
thought of Mao Tse-tung, anoth­ 
er fruitful result of the great 
proletarian cultural revolution 
and a significant gift to the 
forthcoming ninth national con­ 
gress of the party.” 
Must Break Away 
Peking said success of the hy­ 
drogen bomb test “marks a new 


leap forward in the development 
of China’s nuclear weapons.” 
It then quoted ane of Mao’s 
thoughts: “We cannot just take 
the beaten track traversed by 
other countries in the develop­ 
ment of technology and trail be­ 
hind them at a snail’s pace. We 
must break away from conven­ 
tion® and do our utmost to adopt 
advanced techniques in order to 
build oui’ country into a power­ 
ful modern Socialist state in not 
too long a historical pentad.” 
No other details were given. 
Speculation 
in 
the 
United 
Slates and Japan is that China 
is moving toward creating nu­ 
clear warheads for long-range 
missiles. 
Red China’s latest commu­ 
nique came without any ad­ 
vance ballyhoo that an “impor­ 
tant a n n o u n c e m e n t ” was 
fourth-coming as it has done on 
several occasion® in the past.

Convair Strikes

CHICAGO (AP) — A North Central Airlines twin- 
engine plane attempting to land at mist-covered O’Hare 
International Airport Friday night slammed into a hang­ 
er and burst into flames. 
North Central officials reported 27 were killed and 
Cook County Chicago officials said 27 bodies were count­ 
ed in the wreckage which burned for more than an hour. 
Eight boys, members of a drum and bugle team 
which had just ended a practice session in the empty 
hangar were among the 27 persons admitted to his- 
pitals.

Miss Peltier Plane Victim; 
Fate Spares Young Soldier

One Bark River family sor­ 
rowed today for the death of a 
daughter in the crash of a 
North Central plane in Chicago 
Friday night, while another re­ 
joiced that their son’s life was 
spared by a twist of fate. 
Eoth families had been noti­ 
fied early today of the deaths— 
but in the Frank Adams fami­ 
ly the grief changed to joy 
when they heard that their 
son, Bryan. 20, had not been a 
victim of the crash. 
Listed as missing and pre­ 
sumed dead in the accident at 
Chicago is Mary Jean Peltier, 
41, of Dayton. Ohio, the daugh­ 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Pelt ier. 
“Mary Jean spent Christmas 
with her sister Beverly in Mil- 
wauke and was going home,” 
said Mr. Peltier. 
“She had wanted to come up 
to see us but she couldn’t make 
it because of the storms,” said

The Peltiers

Ohio, 
where she 
worked for the past 15 years 
for the State Fidelity at Day­ 
ton.”

The world ha* become used to scientific mir­ 
acle* — television, *uperv>nic flight* transplant­ 
ing of human heart* — but here wa* a test for 
many cientific dihriidme* a* man ventured into 
spare for me first time. except for our eartw 
orbitiny and unmanned flight* to the moon. 
The delicacy and the immense complexitv 
and power of Apollo 8 assembled the perfection 
of human knowledge for this great, imaginative 
effort. And because it was an act of heroi*m 
•here failure would be fatal for the astronauts. 
it wa* an achievement of the spirit a* well as o* 
technology. 
The Apollo rocket was a* tall as a 82-story 
building and it weijb ed 6.2 million pound*. Its 
5 rocket engine deveioned 180 million horsepow­ 
er to yet it off the ground and out of earth’* 
gravity and the mighty engine* could swivel on 
command to k*ep this enormous rocket on course. 
The navigational problem wa* immense, 
earning the rocket from moving earth to the 
moving moon at a spot where the moon would 
be when the mick et got there after a 65-hour 
flight on a 500,000 mile round trip voyage of six 
days. Gravitational pull* of the earth and moon 
had to be accommodated, along with the decele­ 
rating speed of the rocket on its flight, the needs 
for moon orbiting and for re-entry into earth’s 
atmosphere, the latter t’ e most dangerous pari 
of the mission, where miscalculation could crush 
thie space ship or let it overshoot the mark.

The quick, massive lesooti of the flight is 
Hie enormity’ of our scientific advancement that 
made it possible. Hut there is a secondary' lesson 
of equal importance. It is that somehow we must 
learn to apply the brilliance which has taken us 
to the moon and back to the betterment of our 
iocia! welfare here on earth. 
When men can go to the moon they have 
obviously conquered the earth in a sense of 
■pare and time, but it is clear that we have not 
irrrrflarly mastered the art* of living bo that the 
human race can live in peace. 
Space adventure should help us understand 
that our little world can no longer tolerate wars. 
and massive w’ant and the other ill* that plague 
people*. Hopefully, as we take on the new dimen­ 
sion of space citizens we will find it easier to 
accept and support a system of human associa­ 
tion ba^ed on friendship and not on might and 
nationalism.

LIMA, Peru—The sign reads 
“Special Clinic for Women.” 
And special it most surely is. 
For this is a birth control clinic 
located in a church building 
and directed by Roman Cath­ 
olic 
priest, 
the 
Rev. 
Brian 
Passman. 
Under medical 
supervision, 
the clinic dispenses birth con­ 
trol materials and advice on 
demand, 
and 
often 
free 
of 
charge, to any mother married 
or single with a baby under 
two years of age, and sometimes 
to other mothers living in cir­ 
cumstances 
deemed, 
“excep­ 
tional.” Explaining this extra­ 
ordinary operation, Rev. Pass­ 
man says, “No one who has not 
visited a Lima slum can poss­ 
ibly imagine what it is like 
and how necessary our special 
work among the women is. 
“In my parish,” he noted, 
“12,000 people live huddled to­ 
gether on a barren hillside in 
shacks of one room. Here wom­ 
en raise IO or more children 
in indescribable squalor, shar­ 
ing their shacks 
with 
pigs, 
poultry, and dogs. The illegiti­ 
macy rate is high, 60 per cent.” 
The priest pointed out that 
most girls, single or married, 
have two children before they 
are 20. Statistics show that by 
age 24 they have an average of 
4.3 children. By their mid-30’s 
many have had IO children by 
several fathers. 
The method chosen by most 
women is the pill. So successful 
was the first clinic that eight 
others have been opened in 
slum parishes.

Juvenile delinquency has risen 
269 per cent at the national lev­ 
el; eight out of IO inmates at 
Jackson Prison have juvenile as 
well as adult police records; 
and crime statistics show that 
about 60 per cent of all major 
crimes are committed by de­ 
linquents under 21 years of age. 
What are the 
police doing 
about it? 
Well, in Escanaba they’re do­ 
ing plenty and they hope to do 
more. Certainly the officers are 
closer to the “problem” than 
most of us. For the problem is 
the young person (boys and girls 
under 17) who have problems 
that involve them with the law. 
These troubled juveniles meet 
the police head-on in a number 
of situations when the law is 
broken. Unlike the impersonal 
atmosphere of a metropolis, Es­ 
canaba police officers frequent­ 
ly know the youngster and his 
parents. He can and does serve 
as law officer, counselor, and 
friend of the family in many in­ 
stances. 


Work For Prevention 


“ Petty thefts — shoplifting, 
riding away a bike — make up 
most of the complaints against 
juveniles,” 
said 
Felice Chief 
Richard Frederick. 
Other complaints ar? for ma­ 
licious 
damage 
to 
property, 
sometimes no more than thought­ 
less pranks. But some of the kids 
with 
problems 
graduate into 
more serious »yffenses — car 
theft, breaking and entering of 
homes and stores. 
Prevention, therefore, becomes 
one of the major objectives in 


the Escanaba Police 
Depart- 1 
ment’s treatment of juveniles. | 
For instance in shoplifting j 
complaints, the youngster may 
be defiant and sullen, or genu­ 
inely sorry and promise that he 
will never repeat the offense. 
“ If he’s cooperative and it. is 
his first offense, we talk to him j 
and point out the danger of theft 
becoming a habit,” said the po­ 
lice chief. 


Parents Informed 


“Tile officer will tell him that 
it is a good thing that he was 
caught, for now he will not want 
to steal again. We also impress 
upon him that stealing is ‘odd 
bali’ and those who do it are not 
like most kids.” 
Parents or guardians of the 
children are asked to come to 
the station. They are advised 
of what has happened. Some­ 
times juvenile court officers join 
with the police in talking to the 
youngsters and their parents 
and if there is an attitude of 
cooperation tot police do not 
petition the child 
to 
probate 
court. 
A record of repeated offenses 
and 
uncooperative 
families 
1 leaves the police no choice, how­ 
ever, but to petition the child 
|into the jurisdiction of the juve­ 
nile court. Under the law cer­ 
tain offenses bring the offend­ 
er automatically into court — 
driving away a car < even a first 
offense) puts the juvenile before 
| the juvenile judge. 
“The police would be lax in 
their duty if they did not peti­ 
tion the court in such instances,” 
Chief 
Frederick 
pointed out. 


“The law requires it. Also, the 
owner of the car may — if the 
car were damaged — bring suit 
to recover the costs from the 
parents.” 


Not “ Bogey Men” 


In no case is a juvenile held 
without making every effort to 
contact parent or guardian. But 
sometimes the parents aren’t 
home or the guardian cannot be 
located — and this too may be 
an indication of a family situa­ 
tion that brought the child into 
conflict with tile law. 
What about the mothers who 
call up to ask the police to 
“scare Jimmy,” into being a 
good boy? 
“ Police officers are not bogey­ 
men and they are not employed 
to 
frighten 
children," 
Chief 
Frederick smiled. “But they will 
talk to children and try to help 
them solve their problems if 
they are asked.” 
Police are interested in help­ 
ing kids stay out of trouble, or 
once in trouble to help them 
avoid becoming repeaters, but 
they must have the cooperation 
of the family and the child. 
The police have their helpers 
in the community in work with 
juveniles, of course, and among 
these are the Optimist Club and 
the Jaycees. 
Chief 
Frederick 
noted the aid these organizations 
give 
in 
encouraging 
bicycle 
safety among the youngsters. 


Service Clubs Help 
Every child wants a bike, 
most of them have them, and if 
they do not they sometimes ride 
one away.
